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"The  temper  and  texture  of  American  life  are  changing,  and  for  the 
worse.  The  oldest,  most  natural,  and  most  heathen  of  sins  has  newly  risen 
among  us:  it  is  idolatry.  Thanks  to  our  Calvinist  heritage,  this  nation  was 
once  dominated  by  confidence  in  a  transcendent  judgment  of  our  deeds 
and  intentions  in  terms  of  values  which  might  be  guessed  but  which  could 
not  be  completely  known  by  human  minds.  This  sense  of  the  tentative 
and  provisional  nature  of  all  human  arrangements  and  conceptions  was 
the  soil  in  which  were  rooted  the  older  American  passion  for  free  dis- 
cussion and  the  idea  of  'certain  unalienable  rights'  which  enabled  the 
individual  soul  to  explore  God's  will  according  to  its  lights  .  .  . 

"It  is  the  ironic  spiritual  law  of  conflict  that  one  becomes  like  the 
worst  in  one's  enemy.  In  the  mortal  struggle  with  Russian  imperialism,  our 
American  nationalism  is  decaying  into  chauvinism;  in  our  conflict  with 
Communism  we  are  sacrificing  the  sense  of  personal  freedom  and  out- 
spokenness which  has  been  the  context  of  American  capitalism  and  the 
driving  power  behind  its  amazing  productivity.  But  above  all  we  have 
fallen  into  the  cardinal  sin  of  our  foes:  we  have  raised  our  political  and 
economic  orders  to  the  status  of  absolute  values;  we  have  deified  them. 
We  have  forgotten  that  we  and  all  our  works  stand  under  a  judgment 
which  is  inherent  in  the  nature  of  things  and  which  may  well  have  stand- 
ards other  than  ours.  We  have  begun  to  bow  down  to  a  Golden  Calf  of  our 
own  making,  and  should  not  be  amazed  that  the  Tables  of  the  Law  lie 
broken."

OF  MUSICAL  MOMENT:  A  number  of  musical  items  in  this  folio  deserve  extra  mention.  On 
Sunday  night,  March  7,  KPFA  will  broadcast  its  first  Australian  bull-roar,  during  the  course  of 
"Corroboree,"  by  John  Antill.  These  records  have  been  lent  us  by  the  Australian  Broadcasting 
Corporation,  and  are  proof  that  meritorious  music  is  beginning  to  emerge  from  the  Antipodes. 
On  March  14  we  will  broadcast  a  BBC  transcription  of  Bach's  B  Minor  Mass,  conducted  by 
Georges  Enesco,  and  with  a  group  of  solo  singers  .  .  .  including  Danco,  Ferrier,  and  Pears  .  .  . 
that  are  all  one  might  hope  for.  On  March  10  we  begin  a  series  of  Young  Artists  Recitals  by 
June  Kovach,  winner  of  the  1952  Naumburg  Award,  and  one  of  the  most  promising  young 
musicians  to  arrive  in  the  Bay  Area  in  quite  some  time. 

THEOLOGY:  Beginning  in  this  Folio,  we  will  be  broadcasting  a  series  of  six  talks  on  the  New 
England  origins  of  American  theology  by  Roland  Bainton,  professor  of  church  history,  Yale 
Divinity  School.  The  talks— adaptations  of  the  Earl  Lectures  given  by  Dr.  Bainton  at  the  Pacific 
School  of  Religion  in  February— were  prepared  for  broadcast  over  KPFA.  Mondays  at  8:30  p.m. 

Two  other  programs  on  theology  are  also  to  be  broadcast  during  this  Folio  period.  On 
Sunday,  March  14,  at  8:45  p.m.,  a  theological  assessment  of  the  current  state  of  American  free- 
dom by  Lynn  White,  jr.,  president  of  Mills  College.  A  portion  of  the  speech— delivered  before 
a  meeting  co-sponsored  by  the  Berkeley  City  Commons  Club  and  the  Berkeley  Committee  for 
Security  and  Freedom  on  February  16— appears  on  the  front  of  this  Folio.  Dr.  White's  speech 
was  recorded  through  the  courtesy  of  KRE  in  Berkeley.  And  on  Friday,  March  12,  at  9:45  pjn., 
we  will  broadcast  a  talk  on  the  theology  of  Christian  pacifism  by  Professor  George  Gibson  of 
McCormick  Theological  Seminary.  Dr.  Gibson's  talk  was  recorded  through  the  courtesy  of 
WFMT  in  Chicago.
